• Private schools 
• Receive small grants from A/OS 
• Are not subject to IDEA 
• Policy usually determined by Boards of Directors 

• Serve stakeholders from varied cultural 

backgrounds 

• Often do not provide auxiliary services

• Identify several posts with CDO and narrow list to

• Resources available at the Overseas Briefing 
Center, A/OS, ECS, FLO (boarding schools) 

• Contact Employee Consultation Service (MED) 
and Regional Education Officers (A/OS) 

• Contact Regional Medical Officer, CLOs and 
schools at post 

• Obtain an acceptance letter from a school 

• Submit acceptance letter to ECS for clearance
